The Alert will return to Santiago de 
Cuba with the Pallas, now at Port Antonio. 

The colonial authorities are reticent as to the contents of the dispatches and 
the reasons for the movements of the warships, but the story told the Associated 
Press correspondent at the Jamaica Club is that the British consul (Ramon) haa- 
been attacked in the consulate by a mob, whereupon he fired upon the crowd, 
killed a Spaniard and has been imprisoned. :

NO INVASION JUST AT PRESENT. 


Army Officers at Tampa Are Waiting 
for a Battle at Sea. 

Tampa; Fla., May 4.—It is a settled belief 
among army officers here that no movement 
of Wnited States troops toward Cuba will 
take place until after the meeting of the 
Spanish flotilla with the boats of Rear Ad 
miral Sampson's squadron, which is now 
believed to be inevitable. 

This may cause a delay of several days 
beyond the time believed to have been fixed 
upon, and it is possible that nearly two 
weeks may elapse before the movement is 
actually under way, as the Spanish flotilla 
is not expected to reach Porto Rico, its 
supposed destination, inside of ten or tweive 
days from the date of its sailing. 

Nevertheless, everything possible is being 
done to put the United States troops in 
readiness for immediate shipment.

“FIGHTING JOE WHEELER”, 
AND WILSON THE RAIDER. 


A generation ago, when that bold federal 
raider, General J. H. Wilson, was giving 
the confederates no end of trouble, and 
was being roundly whacked in return by 
General Joe Wheeler and his fearless gray 
jackets, nobody dreamed that the two foe- 
men would live to see the day when they 
would both hola high rank under the folds 
of “Old Glory,” in a crisis demanding the 
best generals and the bravest and most 
loyal Americans! 

And yet the whirligig of time has brought 
about this very result, and these men who 
during four long years fought each other 
under rival flags will now draw their will- 
ing swords against the common enemy of 
their reunited country. 

The major generalships now conferred 
upon these old federal and confederate com- 
manders, who more than once narrowly 
missed a hand-to-hang combat in some of 
their desperate forays, have been worthily 
won, and it requires no prophet to predict 
that these two thunderbolts of war will be 
heard from in a way that will help our 
cause and make the Spaniards mourn. 


General Joe Wheeler is one of the best 
known men in cOngress, where he has serv- 
ed eight terms as a representative from 
Alabama. His long white beard and thin. 
sharp features attract attention in any 
crowd, and the visitors in the house gal- 
leries always study him and discuss his 
interesting personality. 

At the age of sixty-one the veteran is re- 
markably active, and it is evident at a 
glance that he is able to stand the fatigue 
of at least one more hard campaign. 

When the civil war broke out he was 
serving as a cavalry lieutenant in New 
Mexico, but he resigned eafly in 1861 and 
entered the confederate army, where he 
was promoted to the command of a regi- 
ment, brigade, division and army corps. He 
was the hero of so many dashing exploits 
that he rose to the rank of senior cavalry 
general of the confederate armies. The 
congress at Richmond thanked him for his 
distinguished services, and the South Car- 
olina legislature thanked him in the name 
of the state for his defense of Aiken. 

Wheeler was called “Fighting Joe’’ in the 
confederate army because he was the most 
restless and active man in the service in his 
unceasing efforts to worry the enemy. He 
never ordered his men to go forward. 
“Come on!” was his usua] command, and 
without waiting a moment he would make 
a dash to the front. 


Tough, wiry and absolutely fearless, he 
was an ideal trooper in those days. He ate 
sparingly and slept little. The guerrilla 
style of warfare suited him, and it was best 
ade pted to his conditions and surroundings. 
When he was at their head in command his 
men never lost a fight. His troops were 
kept constantly in motion, and their leader 
was always seeking danger. It is said 
that he generally wore out even the best 
horse in a week, and on the march he was 


always galloping from the advance guard 
to the rear and back avain, When it was 


necessary to capture trains and cut tbe 
army’s communications he was at his best, 
and the federals felt panicky whenever it 
was rumored that Wheeler was within a 
hundred miles of them. 

In his command were hundreds of the 
most gallant young men of the south. Many 
of the survivors are now scattered all over 
the country, and it has been frequently re- 
marked that they are at the front in peace 
as well as in war. Some of them whose 
names will readily be recailed by the read- 
ers of this article are now occupying very 
high positions in state and federal official 


circles.

After the war General Wheeler was offer- 
ed a professorship in the Louisiana State 
seminary, but he preferred to practice law 
and look after his planting interests in Ala- 
bama. Although he is not an eloquent 
speaker, he always makes his points clear- 
ly and his hearers know that they are 
listening to a man of convictions and one 
who is sure of his facts. 

The people of his district admire him in- 
tensely, and they have made him their con- 
gressman for sixteen years. AS a represen. 
tative he is the vigilant guardian of the 
interests of his constituents, and he takes 
an active part in many debates growing out 
of general legislation. Naturally, he pays 
a good deal of attention to mill- 
tary matters when they come before 
congress, and his views upon such sub- 
jects have great weight with his col- 
leagues. 

He is sometimes easily excited In argu- 
ment, and once he mounted the top of his 
desk and demanded the speaker's recogni- 
tion. Few men are more liberal. He em- 
ploys several stenographers at nis own ex- 
rense and keeps them busy. “Extra public 
documents and seeds are purchased by 
him in large quantities and sent to his 


constituents.

served on McClellan’s staff at South moun- 
(ain and Antietam. In the Vieksburg cams 
paign he was jnspector general of the 
army of Tennessee. After the battle of 
Chattanooga he was made lieutenant colo- 
nel, and trom May, 1864, until] August he 
commanded the Third eavalry division of 
the army of the Potomac. He was made 
colonel after the battle of the Wilderness 
and cOmmanded the cavalry division of 
the Missouri 
1865. The battle of Nashville eaused him 
to be made a brevet brigadier general. 

In the latter part of the ‘war he was 
very active in command of the federal 
cavalry in Alabama and Georgia. On his 
Side he was regarded very much as Wheel- 
er was by the confederates. Like his 
foeman in gray, he was noted for the ra- 
pidity and boldness of his movements, and 
as a raider he had few equals. 
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Wilson was captured near Macon in the 
spring of 1865, but was speedily exchanged, 
and took possession of that city on the 
2th of April in that year. President Davis 
was overiaken and captured by him a few 
days later. 

At the conclusion of the war he was 
made a major general of volunteers, and 
was then appointed Leutenant colonel of 
the Thirty-fifth infantry in the regular 
army. He retired in 1870, and for some 
years has been quite prominent as a rail- 
way manager in this country and in China, 

Major General Wilson will be expected 
to make a fine record during our present 
war, and the fact that his old adversary, 
Wheeler, now holds the same rank will 
cause him to strain every nerve to wm an 
equal share of the honors of the campaign.

Joint Resolution Introduced in the — 


House Yesterday. — 
Washington, May 4.—Representative New- 
lands, of Nevada, has introduced a joint 


resolution for the annexation of Hawaii. : 


It provides for the confirmation of the 
cession by the Hawaiian republic of all 
rights of sovereignty over the island and 
their dependencies and of cession and 
transfer to the United States of all public 
property and all its rights and appurten- 
ances, assumes the Hawatiian public debt 


immigration of Chinese and appoints five 
commissioners, at least two of whom shall 
be residents of Hawaii, to recommend leg- 
islation, 

The resolution declares the islands and 
their dependencies ‘‘hereby annexed as 
a part of the territory of the United States 
and separate to the sovereign dominion 
thereof.”’ 

Special laws are to be enacted by con- 
gress for the management and disposition 
of public lands, and all revenues or pro- 
ceeds therefrom except lands used or Occu- 
pied for civil, military or naval purposes 
of the United States or local governmert 
use, are to be used solely for the benefit 
of Hawaiian inhabitants for educational or 
otner purposes.

One 
exception is Georgia, and it is not a cred- 
itable exception. Those who are fa- 
miliar with the situation here, while 
they may not know precisely where the 
blame lies, are fully aware of the fact 
that it does not rest upon the men who 
form our organized militia, nor upon the 
people; but those who view us from a 
distance will be inclined to suspect that 
Georgia, which occupies a foremost place 
in the history and progress of the south, 
is somewhat lacking in the spirit that 
animates other states.

If our militia organi- 
zation, after ten years of nursing, strain- 
ing and experience, has suc“ *nly fallen 
to pieces the moment an emergency

that. In brief, they would like to know 
why Georgia is far behind her Sister 
staies in getting her quota in readiness;

ization or the effect of bad management. 

These are very interesting questions, 
and the public would like to see them 
answered in an authoritative way. Take 
the case of Atlanta, for instance. No 
city in the country of equal population 
has better equipped, better drilled, or 
more efficient military organizations. 
This fact was made apparent in the pub- 
lic parade that took place on the 26th of 
April, not a fortnight ago. Previous to 
this parade it was well known that some, 
if not all, of. these organizations, were 
drilling nightly in anticipation of just 
guch an emergency as that represented 
by the president’s call. They are well 


e equipped, well drilled and possessed of 


all the ardor that belongs to what may 
be termed the military spirit.

If it is 
really and absolutely necessary to enlist 
raw :ecrujts instead of taking advapn- 
tage of the organizations sustained by 
the state, the fact should be officially 
published for the benefit of those who

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What the South May Gain? 

We note with much interest the fol- 
lowing prophetic comment which The 
Chicago Times-Herald makes upon the 
present situation in the south: 


3eyond question the southern states will 
find in the preparations for war great op- 
portunities, not only for martia! distinction, 
but for development of business enterprises, 
Like its capital city of Washington, this 
eountry is distinguished for its “‘maenifi- 
cent distances." In the military maneuvers 
thousands of men will be transported 
through the fertile states of the south at a 
most delightful season of the year. With 
the practical nature of our people, to see an 
opportunity is to improve it, The regiments 
will prove only the vanguard of an army of 
peaceful invasion to the sugar and cotton 
states, with their mild climate and partially 
developed resources. 

In the field of active hostilities the south- 
erners are already in especial requisition, as 
being partly immune from the most dreaded 
enemy, yellow fever. No section of this 
country has ever been more noted for the 
personal courage and splendid daring of its 
citizens than the southern states. As the 
first naval gun was fired by an officer who 
was a native of Tennessee, it is easy to 
foretell that a large share of the honors 
of war will fall to our brothers on the other 
side of Mason and Dixon's line. 

We devoutlY trust that the present 
serious crisis may result in some good 
to this section; but whether it does or 
not, it stands pledged in patriotism and 
in self-respect to loyally uphold the stars 


and stripes.

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The Delayed invasion. 

The statement comes from Washing- 
ton that the invasion of Cuba is to be 
still further delayed. There may be 
some good reason for this that does not 
appear, but to the mind of an average 
spectator, who, being up a tree and not 
on a horse, cannot be described as a 
brigadier general, every day’s delay in- 
volves more danger to the men who are 
to go than an actual conflict with the 
Spaniards; that is to say, if there is to 
be an invasion at all. 

Such a movement may not be neces- 
sary, but should it become necessary, 
it will be found that delay is a very cost- 
ly affair. It may be that the president 
and his advisers have the very best of 
reasons for the delay. They may have 
information that a concerted effort is to 
be made by the foreign powers interested 
to prevail on Spain to surrender Cuba 
and thus not only put an end to the 
war, but save Spanish interests from ut- 
‘ter destruction at home and abroad. 

As we stated yesterday, Weyler is a 
man of unbounded ambition, and his 
friends are already stirring up trouble in 
Spain. At this crisis:the factions by 
which that country is torn and divided 
are united under the banner of the mob. 
This mob is composed of republicans, 
Carlists, reactionists, conservatives and 
Weylerites, and Weyler is the only vis- 
ible leader. 

It would seem that the most humane 
method—the most humane because the 
quickest—would be to throw troops into 
the island, form a junction with Gomez 
and Garcia,‘relieve the suffering in the 
outlying towns and invest the city of 
Havana, warn the Spaniards to send 
away the women, children and non-com- 
batants, and then made the siege.an ac- 
tive one on sea and land. Moro castle 
and the other forts were: built to with- 
stand the guns in use long ago. They 
could be easily and quickly dismantled 
and silenced by Admiral Sampson’s 
squadron. 

But if the delay is apropos of nothing, 
it is very dangerous. Thirty days from 
now the climate of Cuba will be able to 
do more deadly damage to our troops 
than the guns of the Spaniards. It is, 
of course, easy to overestimate climatic 
dangers, but in Cuba they are known to 
be bad enough even after a)] exaggera- 
tions are discounted, We trust, there- 
.fore, that the delay means something 
more than mere procrastination. 


The Irony of Fate. 

On the eve of the battle of Manila, the 
governor of Luzon, in the hope of arous- 
ing the enthusiasm of Tue loyal natives; 
appealed to them formally in language 
which subsequent events have shown to 
be full of the frony of fate. 

“A squadron manned by foreigners 
and possessing neither instructions nor 
discipline,” said the governor, “is pre- 
paring to come to this archipelago with 
the ruffianly intention of robbing us of 
all that means life, honor and liberty. 
You will not permit the aggressors to 
profane the tombs of your fathers and 
to cover you with disgrace; you will not 
permit them to appropriate what your 
industry has accumulated; you will not 
permit them to perpetrate the crimes 
which their wickedness and covetousness 
may inspire, because you are too chival- 
rous and patriotic.” 

We admire the spirit which this fer- 
vid language breathes, but in the light 
of what has recently transpired we can- 
not repress some feeling of commisera- 
tion for the hapless subjects to whom 
it was addressed. 

Strangely at variance with the gover- 
nor’s lafguage is the spectacle of our 
triumphant ensign waving over the ram- 
parts of Manila. ; 
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Commodore weorge Dewey. 

The wheel of fortune moves with dull 
monotony in time of peace, but in time 
of war it moves with the rapidity of 
thought itself. 

We are confronted with this truth in 
the sudden rise to well-deserved promi- 
nence which Commodore George Dewey 
has recently achieved in the waters -of 
Manila harbor. Less than one short 
week ago this now illustrious hero of the 
hour was virtually unknown to fame. 
Except within the sphere of his official 
duties scarcely any one was familiar 
with his sturdy character or even with 


his name, which has since become the 


radical synonym of 
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| the spirit of the patriot long before the 


present week dawned fatefully upon Ma- 
nila harbor, he was still untried in the 
responsibilities of naval conflict, and 
there was little reason for his owa com- 
rades to suspect the possibilities of hero- 
ism which lay dormant in his iron frame. 

But what changes have the past few 
days wrought in the affairs of this erst- 
while obscure commander of our Asiatic 
squadron? Yesterday hig name be- 
longed to the records of the United 
States navy, but today it belongs to 
the annals of the human race. On the 
wings of that ubiquitous and ever-watch- 
ful bird, the press, the story of his dar- 
ing exploitsgin Manila harbor has been 
scattered broadcast until it fills today 
every corner of the globe. Out of the 
obscure, multitude; fame has lifted him 
into serene fellowship with those illus- 
trious heroes of the navy whom we de- 
light to honor; viz, Jones, Decatur, Perry, 
Bainbridge, Lawrence and McDonough. 
Whether or not he scores another vic- 
tory upon the seas, he has made his 
fame secure for all time and shed en- 
during luster upon the stars and stripes. 
In this hour of national rejoicing every 
section of the country should unite in 
paying tribute to the splendid grit of 
Commodore Dewey. 

Several days ago we asked the ques- 
tion, Who will be the heroes of the pres- 
ent war with Spain? In quick response 
thereto fame sounds the name of the 
distinguished commodore whose achieve- 
ments we have been proclaiming, and 
now she pauses in momentary rest ere 
she names the next. Out of the smoke 
of conflict which is soon to shroud the 
waters of Havana, who will be the sec- 
ond hero to step forth? We are mak- 
ing history in these stirring days of 
bloodshed, and we will contradict the 
precedents of the past one hundred years 
if we do not enrich the traditions of our 
flag with added achievements in the 
line of heroism. Again we ask, Who 
will be the next hero?

Suffering for Liberty’s Sake. 

Captain John D. Hart, the adventurous 
and fearless sea captain who was re- 
cently committed to the Pennsylyania 
state penitentiary under sentence of two 
years’ imprisonment for carrying sup- 
plies to Cuba in violation of then existing 
treaties, may be liberated within the 
next few days, if the efforts of his busy 
friends can possibly accomplish that re- 
sult. ’ 
Most of our readers are familiar with 
the circumstances of Captain Hart's trial 
and sympathize with him fully in the 
painful ordeal through which he has 
been compelled to pass on account of his 
misdirected zeal. While guilty of vio- 
lating what he then knew to be the law 
with respect to carrying on negotiations 
with the Cuban patriots, Captain Hart 
simply yielded to his patriotic instincts 
in doing what every citizen of this coun- 
try is now privileged to do with absolute 
impunity. No disgrace in the eyes of 
virtuous and upright men can possibly 
attach to the exploit of Captain Hart, 
who merely sought to alleviate the hun- 
ger of starving fellow creatures in dis- 
tressed Cuba: and if he, committed any 
wrongtul act in the purview of the law, 
surely Americans can afford to over- 
look it. 

If President McKinley does the proper 
thing, he will not permit Captain Hart 
to languish in the penitentiary for pre- 
maturely undertaking what is now the 
open and avowed object of the whole 
country, viz, to minister to the distress 
of Cuba. Captain Hart has merely 
sought to do, in some measure, for that 
unhappy island what the illustrious Gen- 
eral LaFayette sought to -do for this 
country with the sword. To permit 
him to suffer in disgrace and 
humiliation for the .cause which We are 
now bent on upholding with our blood 
and treasure, is to heap ungenerous in- 
sult upon the spirit of liberty itself. 
Since our treaty agreements with Spain 
are broken, we should lose no time in 
liberating Captain Hart. 

We understand that Mr. Hanna is op- 
posed to Captain Hart’s release, but this 
should only tend to prove more clearly 
that the duty of the government is to re- 
lease the hapless prisoner at once. Cap- 
tain Hart should be presented with the 
government’s unconditional and absolute 
pardon.

History of John Bull” was a satire on the 
political events preceding the treaty -of 
Utrecht in 1713, written by Arbuthnot. In

dinary to the queen in recognition of his 
services in saving the life of Anne’s hus- 
band, Prince George, of Denmark. He had 
become the queen’s confidential medical at- 
tendant, a position of no mean importance 
at a time when so much depended on the 
succession to the crown, and he was close- 
ly in touch with court life.

| HISTORIC HARD-TACK IN 
ATLANTA'S WAR DAYS. 


The biggest hard-tack center in the 
country! 

Atlanta enjoyed this proud distinction a 
generation ago, and her cracker factories 
of the present day are keeping up the 
city’s reputation. ; 

. The old-timers who read the story In The 
Constitution of the tremendous output of 
this standard article of army food during 
the past week, and the busy activity of 
our bakers, who had to work on Sunday, 
found themselves recalling a lurid chapter 
of the past. ; 

It is probable that the confederates con- 
sumed more hard tack than the federals, 
because it was impossible for them to ob- 
tain other supplies. The federals, with 
all the resources of a prosperous section 
at their command, lived very comfortably 
in the fleld, and thousands of the private 
@oldiers were better fed than they had 
ever been at home. They had an abun- 
dance of meat, vegetables, canned goods, 
coffee, condensed milk, and other comforts 
and luxuries. The southern soldiers, al- 
most from the beginning of the struggle, 
had scanty rations, and they were glad to 
get the big, thick crackers which’ are so 
much in demand in war times. 

In those days Atlanta was regarded as 
the safest and most convenient southern 
point for the manufacture and storage of 
the material and supplies needed by the 
army. The city was so centrally located 
that it was not expected to fall into the 
hands of the enemy, and its transportation 
facilities made it a fine distributing center. 

At that time many Atlantians and others 
engaged in manufaectufing, not so much 
in the hope of making money as because 
they were patriotic and public spirited. 
They wanted to show the outside world 
that their young city was equal to the 
emergency, and could create an industrial 
system under the most adverse conditions. 

Hard tack was one of the first things 
needed, and the bakeries hore took big 
contracts, and their goods were shipped in 
every direction. The Jack Bros. had a 
large establishment on Whitehall street, 
and for nearly four years their products 
fed hundreds of thousands of soldiers, and 
at one time these enterprising army con- 
tractors had accumulated large fortunes, 
but the destruction of the city and the 
collapse of the confederacy inflicted serious 
losses upon them. 


At first the avefage citizen regarded 
hard tack as a joke. It was the subject 
of many a jest, and the newspapers were 
full of allusions to it. Mr. Asa R. Watson, 
the poet who did such brilliant work on 
the staff of Colonel George W. Adair’s 
great war daily, The Southern Confederacy, 
tried a venture of his own in the shape of 
a periodical deyoted to the humorous side 
of wartime life. It was a bright little 
paper, illustrated with old advertising cuts, 
and “Hard Tack’’ was its name. Bill Arp, 
John Happy and others were among the 
contributors, and the price of the sheet 
wads 50 cents a copy in confecerate money. 
It was expected that it would have a 
large circulation among the soldiers, but 
the privates who were half starved on their 
eleven dollars a month in a depreciated cur- 
rency, were not able to buy the paper. 5o 
it perished with its first and only issue. 

Long before the end of the conflict the 
poorer classes of citizens discovered that 
hard tack was anything but a joke. It 
was a very serious matter, and/had to be 
taken seriously. People who laughed about 
it when it was something new, and carried 
home samples of it, "were glad to get regu- 
lar supplies of it and eat it, sometimes 
without any other food. It was impossible 
to waste money and labor on a fine grade 
of the article. The manufacturers. had to 
take such flour as they caquld get, no mat- 
ter how inferior it might be, and they could 


salt when such things were growing 
scarcer, and rising in price every day. The 
product turned out was hard and tough, 
ana it required sound teeth to masticate it. 
There was so much trouble about salt that 
Governor Brown fixed a maximum price 
for it, and ordered the seizure and confis- 
cation of all that was held at higher fig- 
ures. 


When provisions rose beyond the reach 
of many people some of the citizens living 
in nice houses and the owners of consider- 
able property in real estate and. slaves, 
bought hard tack by the barrel or box, 
and used it to supplement their slim bill 
of fare. Wnsightly and unpalatable enough 
at first, this baked paste became almost un- 
fit to eat in the closing days of the strug- 
gle ‘ 


Before the siege the city had made itself 
a leading southern manufacturing center. 
Other things as necessary as hard tack 
Were produced here. Rolling mills and 
foundries turned out iron plates for gun- 
boats, bie cannon, shot and shell, percus- 
eion caps, swords and drums, military but- 
tons and canteens, clothing, soap, candles, 
matches, pocketbooks, envelopes, false 
teeth, shoes, hats and caps, revolvers and 
scores of other useful things. Some of the 
manufacturers made fortunes, but as a rule 
the men who made money easily and rap- 
idly during that period lost it in the course 


, of a few years. 


Atlanta as @ military center in these days 
# of course under very different cond!- 
tiens from those which prevailed fn the 
early sixties, Now, the varied interests of 
the city will continue the even tenor of 
their way, undisturbed by the clash of 
arms in Cuban waters and in distant quar- 
ters of the globe. But in the civil war this 
was one of the most important strong- 
holds of our invaded section, and long be- 
fore hostile gung thundered én our sa burbs 
it was found necessary to place the town 
under martial faw. No whisky was allow- 
ed to be sold, but the ordér was frequently 
violated in spite of the danger of severe 
punishment. The streets were guarded most 
of the time by soldiers, and the volunteer 
firemen were armed for emergencies. Suc- 
ceasive commanders of the post and pro- 
“vost marshis made it hot for citizens who 
gambled, and officers impressed horses and 
other things needed for the use of the gov- 
ernment. 


If a man ownéd a factory_or any estab 
lishment that was capable of p ucing 
usefiul material and supplies, he wag*order- 
ed to run on full time, and iy he hesitated 
he was told that he must sell out or suf- 
fer his business to be ‘seized and operated 
for the confederacy. 

The population of the town more than 
doubled between 1860 and 1864, but thousand 
of the new comers were refugees and op- 
eratives and their families. Then, there 
were other thousands of officers and sol- 
diers filling the streets and crowding the 
stores so that the civilians could hardly 
elbow their way. Big hospitals sheltered 
hosts of sick and wdunded. The trains 
brought In hundreds of maimed veterans 
from the battlefields, and legions of prison- 
ers were marched through the thorough- 
fares. On the back streets thousands of 
helpless women and children suffered g!- 
lently through the long summers and win- 
ters while their protectors were at the 
front. 


These are some of the things recalled to 
to the minds of many or Atilanta’s older 
citizens when they hear of the present de- 
mand for hard tack. They remember the 
time when they bated the very name of the 
stuff. It suggested hard fighting, hard liv- 
ing.and a hard fate. But this is ancient 
history, and it is not likely to repeat it- 
self ever again in the metropolis of the 
new south! .

The commanders were unanimously of 
the opinion that it would be better to get 
the camp in ship shape before sending down 
the troops, as there will be enough work 
for the volunteers aside from the work of 
erecting tents and cleaning up the camp 
grounds. 

Griffin Does All the Work. 


The city of Griffin has begun the work 
of putting Camp Northen in readiness, and 
the state will not be put to any expense on 
this account. Yesterday morning Governor 
Atkinson telephoned to the mayor of 
Griffin and asked him what he would do 
for the troops if sent there. The mayor 
replied that he would clean up the camps, 
put the waterworks in operation and have 
the electric lights ready by the time the 
camp is needed. He was told to go ahead, 
and it was but a short time before he hada 
force of 200 men at work on the camp- 
grounds, 

There are not enough tents for ali of 
the Georgia soldiers, but Griffin has prom- 
ised to furnish shelter free of charge. 
Those of the troops who cannot be put in 
the tents will be given shelter Mm private 
residences at Griffin., They will stay in 
the town at night and during the day will 
be sent to the camp for their drill work 
and meals. 

By Sunday the entire quota of Georgia 
volunteers will be in camp at Griffin. The 
first of the men go in tomorrow, and then 
as fast as they can be mustered in the 
others will follow. The officers of the two 
regiments will assemble at Camp Northen 
today and all staff officers will report to 
Colonel Brown for duty. Headquarters for 


will be placed under a strict and strong 
guard of soldiers, and although prisoners 
of war, they will not be treated as the 
Cuban insurgents have been treated by the 
Spanish government. :

Manager Kelly, of Mobile, Will

The managers of the Southern League 
teams will meet at the Kimball house this 
morning at 10 o’clock to consider a number 
of protests that have been filed and select 
an umpire. to fill the place of T. B. Jevne, 
who is expected to resign. There is a good 
deal of confusion throughout the league 
in regard to the Sinking fund which has 

been provided for the weaker teams. 

At a league meeting in Atlanta’ Decem- 
ber 12th it was determined to devote 5 
per cent of the gross receipts of every 
game played during the season to the build- 
ing up of the sinking fund and that the 
portion taken out for this purpose should 
be sent at once to the treasurer of the 
association. Some of the clubs have not 
complied with this rule, evidently from a 
m'sunderstanding or ignorance of it, and 
the matter will be fully looked into this 
mworning.

The three Macon companies that have 
enlisted for the war, to-wit: Floyd Rifles, 
Guards and Hussars, have their full com- 
plement of men and are ready to.go to the 
war at a moment’s notice. 

Every new man has been assigned @ 
locker and provided with the proper ac- 
couterments, which will be used until the 
troops are ordered to the point of mobili- 
zation, where the regulation uniferm and 
improved equipment will be provided. Ev- 
ery man will leave Macon with his Knap- 
sack, haversack, canteen, belt and side 
arms, leggins, gun, blanket, poncho and 
half of a tent. The companies will leave 
Macon in campaign uniform and in heavy 
marching order. The extra weight that is 
carried by each soldier in heavy marching 
order is fifty-five pounds, but the new 
guns that will be supplied will be about 
two pounds lighter than the Springfield 
rifles that are in use now. 

When the troops go to be mobilized and 
mustered in, they will be supplied with 
everything that will be, needed during the 
campaign. Of course the equipment that 
they already have will be made to go as 
far as possible. 

One of the shelter tents was pitched in 
the armory yesterday so that the boys 
could see how it is done. There is one tent 
to every two. men, Each one carries half 
of the tent and four tent pins and end of 
the poles.

Slow Work of the Physicians at the 
Mobile Camp. 


MANY: MEN ARE REJECTED 


Muscular Country Boys Preferred to 
| Those from Cities. 


HOW EXAMINATIONS ARE CONDUCTED 


Volunteers Put Through Regular Gym- 
nastic Exercises—Case of Smaill- 
pox Causes Removal of Tents. 


Mobile, Ala.; May 4.—(Special.)—The 
physical examination of the Alabama vol- 
unteers by the board of phvsicians con- 
tinues to drag. If the examiners do not 
increase the speed they have made up to 
this time it will require ten days, more to 
complete the job and put the Alabama regi- 
ments in shape to be mustered in. Both 
officers and men are anxious to be enlisted 
in order to gain priority over volunteer 
regiments from other states, and as the 
Alabama volunteers -were the first in the 
south to go into-ceaymp, it is only equitable 
that they should be permitted to muster 
accordingly. The examinations appear to 
be unnecessarily rigid. About one-fourth 
of the volunteers are being thrown out. 

Another unsatisfactory feature is that 
the members of the Alabama national 
guard, the wel! drilled men, have suffered 
most at the hands of the examiner. The 
trained soldiers are mostly town boys and 
are employed in stores and offices. Their 
muscles are. therefore, soft and _ their 
strength undeveloped. They have been 
eatarved on inferior and’ inadequate camp 
diet for several days and are not in condi- 
tion. In thirty or sixty days most of them 
would be hardened and strengthened by 
outdoor exercise and regular habits and 
considerable discontent exists because good 
men are thrown out for being a pound or 
two under weight, or because they have 
failed in some apparently trifling particular 
to come up to the prescribed standard. If 
life insurance examiners were half as 
strict as is this board of physicians the 
agents would starve to death.

ATTEMPTS SUICIDE BY POISON. 


Mrs. Annie Clay, Separated from Her 
Husband, Tries To Take Her Life 
in the Union Depot. ° 

Sitting in the ladies’ waiting room at the 
union depot last night,"Sabout half-past 9 
o'clock, Mrs. Annie Clay swallowed the 
contents of a two-ounce vial of laudanum. 

Mrs. Clay went to the depot about 8 
o'clock, and her actions showed that she 
was waiting for some one, and as the time 
passed by and he came not, she became 
restless and nervous.

The policeman telephoned at once for the 
ambulance, and then talked te the woman 
before the poison took effect, 

She told him her name was Annie Clay, 
and that her husband, from whom she is 
separated, resides at Tampa, Fla. Her 
home was in Columbia, 8. C., and she came 
to Atlanta about six weeks ago. When 
asked where she had been residing since 
coming to Atlanta, she shook her head and 
refused to answer. 

Before any more questions could be ask- 
ed, Mrs. Clay fell into a deep sleep, and 
was unconscious when pleced in the am- 
bulance.

raise the American flag; in 1512 the Society

NO ELEVATOR FOR NEW JAIL. 


The Water Board Turns Down the 
Application for Four-Inch 
Pipe. 

The county commissioners received an- 
other turndown at the hands of the mu- 
nicipal water board yesterday afternoon.

In order to meet 
the county’s requirements it would be 
necessary to lay a larger water main on 
Butler street, the board savs, wh'ch would 
involve the water ‘board in a good deal 
of expense and which it does not deem 
necessary at this juncture, 

This probably means no elevator for the 
new jail. Commissioner Forrest Adair 
stated last night that in view of the fact 
the water board had turned down the sec- 
ond application, the elevator would be 
abandoned entirely.

R. A. J. DIAZ, the well known Cu- 
ban, passed through Atlanta yester- 
day on his way from the City of 
Mexico to Old Point Comfort to attend 
the Baptist convention. Many of his 
friends went down to the Seaboard Air- 
Line train and greeted the doctor during 
the half hour that he was in the city. 
“The aristocratic and wealthy Mexicans 
sympathize with Spain in this war and the

tive of The Constitution who saw him in 
a Pullman car. 

“There is a strong Spanish colony in 
the City of Mexico, and, of course, speak- 
ing the same language, naturally makes 
a bond of friendship, to say nothing of the 
ties of blood between the high class Mex'i- 
cans and the Spaniards. The newspapers 
down there print the news favorable to 
the United States on the inside pages 
and hide it out, but they display the news 
favorable to the Spanish side. We were 
expecting a naval engagement when I left 
the City of Mexico, but all we could jearn 
pointed to Spanish success. However, 
when we got across the border in Texas 
and saw the flags flying, I knew that the 
news was favorable to the United States.” 

Dr. Diaz tendered his services to GOv- 
ernor Atkinson when it was announced 
that the state troops would be called out. 
He wanted to go as a surgeon, and, know- 
ing Cuba so thoroughly, he would be [n- 
valuable. He was informed yesterday that 
the governor has made all the appoint- 
ments of surgeons. 

It was suggested to the doctor while he 
was here that he would be the very man 
to go with Roosevelt's Rough Riders from 
the west and he said he would think It 
over. Dr. Diaz is a fine athlete. He can 
mount a horse at full run as readily as 
a cowboy. He carried a machete along 
to the convention and remarked that he 
intended to take it to Cuba. He is going 
to the war if it lasts long enough for him 
to get there. 

“Havan would be easily enough captured 
if a land force co-operates with the fleet, 
said he. “It is only twenty-four leagues 
from Matanzas to Havana—seventy-two 
miles. We ride it on horseback in one 
night. There is a good public road and 
then there is the railroad, too. An army 
coulda guickly march upon Havana, if 
landed at Matanzas. An invading army 
would want to attack Moro and Cabanas 
and both those forts coulda be captured.

He expects to have charge again some day 
of his old church in Havana, which he had 
to leave two years ago, being forced to 
leave the island by the captain geneal. 

It will be remembered that he was ar- 
rested at that time, but the Bapt'sts of 
the United tSates raised such a protest 
that the administration demanded his re- 
lease. If he had not been released this 
war would have been fought then.

Prime’s Weekly Crop Summary. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Chicago, April 30.—The marked features 
of the growing season of 1898 have been cold 
and dry, cold and wet, an absence of sun- 
shime and generally a temperature below 
normal. 

Still we have worried through as wé 
generally do, and while we are not yet out 
of the woods, the week closes up, all things 
considered, with progress. We have had no 
storms to contend with or put a stop to 
seeding or ploing. Winter wheat has made 
The most flattering re- 
perts of the Mississippi. 

I am mot looking for a very early harvest 
unless we have exceptionally fine weather 
during May and June. Everybody just 
now seems to be more or less interested in 
when we are going to get new wheat on 
the market. As the coumtry is at present 
and will continue to be until a new crop is 
made more or less bare of winter wheat, 
the early offerings will be easily and readily 
absorbed at home for grinding purposes. 
A great many milis for the last thirty and 
sixty davs in the wimter wheat district 
have shut down because they coukd not 
pay the present price for wheat and sell 
flour at present prices, and it will take a 
vast amount of wheat to satisfy this home 
demand before we shall see any new wheat 
at grain centers. Amd I am not looxing for 
receipts of new wheat before August or 
possibly the Jatter part of July. 

We have made excellent progress this 
week with spring wheat seeding. We are 
going to see a great hole made in the crop 
by Saturday night. It is entirely too early 
yet to say a single word about acreage, 
but it is only fair to suppose on what prac- 
tical reasoms that farmers have seeded a 
full acreage, with probably an increase of 
56-10 per cent over former years. 

As to oats, we have got them all sown. 
We have got the early seeded oats up and 
im Nebraska, Iowa. Illinois. Ohio, Indiana 
and Wisconsin they are looking well. 

We the still plowimg the ground for corn 
and the early birds will commence plant- 
ing a little next week. 

Farmers, however. will continue to plow 
all next week and on the 2d of May in the 
corn belt plantmg will be prosecuted vig- 
orously. Our receipts of corn and oats, 
owing to their high prices, have shown an 
increase the present week. But this is 
corn which has been stored all winter in 
elevators. Farmers, however. have had a 
little more leisure amd have not been so 
driven with their work that they ‘ave been 
able themselves to add to tha-esrvator de- 
liveries. 

With the present war on our hanls, the 
outcome of the newly sown crops and 
those which are just to go into the ground 
will be watched with more than ordinary 
interest. So far we have an average mormal 
spring, if anything a little lafe and back- 
ward. But up to the Ist of May ncthing 
particularly encouraging or discourayzing.

Traffic Expert Accepts a Position ny th 
the Secretary of War. 


CHIEF OF TRANSPORTATION 


His Selection Is Perfectly Satisfactory 
to the Railroads. 


SOUTHERN LINES WILL GET TWO CENTS

Blanchard Recognizes That the Roads 
Down Here Are Entitled to More 
Than Northern Lines. 

M have charge of the transportation 

of soldiers and supplies for the g°v- 
e"nment during the present war. 

News of his appointment to the position 
of assistant to the secretary of war was 
received in Atlanta yesterday and was 
very gratifying to the railway managers 
and patsenger officials. Mr. Blanchard is 
comiaissioner of the Joint Traffic Associa- 
tion and stands at the top among traffic 
men. His position has attached to it a 
salary of $15,000 a year. It is presumed 
that he will resign that office to accept 
service with the gevernment. 

A telegram received from Washington 
stated that Mr. Blanchard recognizes the 
fact that while a cent and a half rate is 
considered reasouadle for the roads in the 
trunk line territory, the lines in the south 
are entitled to greater compensation, 

It is infeered frora this that he will ap- 
prove the 2 cents per mile rate which the 
roads south of the Ohio and Potomac 
have named as their basis for the trans- 
portation of troops. There will hardly be 
any demand from the government for a 
rate of 1 cent per mile from the southern 
lines aS was reported from Chicago had 
been demanded from the western roads, 

The news that the government wanted a 
rate of 1 cent per mile emanated from 
the office of Quartermaster General G. H. 
Weeks at Chicago. It is stated that the 
war department wrote first to Mr. Bianch- 
ard in regard to rates and he referred the 
letter to the roads in the Trunk Line As- 
sociation and in the Central Passenger As- 
sociation. These two ass0Ociations control 
the roads between the Atlantic and the 
Mississippi river north of the Ohio and 
Potomac. Tne western lines were so eager 
to get the business at any price that they 
made some rates of 1 cent per mile, while 
rates for sOme movements which were 
made on a train mileage basis, netted less 
than 1 cent. The eastern reads have 
named a rate of 1% cents per mile, and 
it is believed that will be perfectly accept- 
able to the government. The hysterical ef- 
forts to get a lower rate in the west will 
not have any influence now because about 
all the western troops have. been brought 
south. There may be a movement of state 
militia, but that is uncertain, 

The roads in this territory have acted 
conservatively and have confined their com- 
petition to service, time chiefly. They felt 
that they displayed their patriotism in re- 
ducing the rate to 2 cents. The govern- 
ment requires fast time and special trains 
and as stated in yesterday’s Constitution, 
the trains have to return empty. There- 
fore, the managers down this. way con- 
sidered 2 cents per mile a reasonable and 
just rate. Mr. Blanchard, who is a traffic 
expert, is understood to consider that a 
fair charge and the roads on this side the 
Potomac need not worry much more on 
that score. 

There has been nq agreement between the 
southern lines to chatge 2 cents or to main- 
tain any rate, because that would be a 
violation of the law, but there 1s no law 
which can prohibit one road from following 
another’s example. Then, as has been an- 
nounced befure in The Constitution, the 
toads have to bid for the handling of all 
troops, but it is not always the road which 
names the lowest. figure that gets the con- 
tract. Time is an important consideration

He 
will take hold of the military transporta- 
tron as soon as he can get away from his 
New York oftice,

Is THE STATE CODE DEFECTIVE? 


The State Contends That Its Defects 
Were Remedied When Adopted. 


The supreme court heard argument yes- 
terday on a point which is involved in two 
eases.

OF HER LUNATICS 


County Commistoners Say They Will 
Ferce State Asylum te Take Them. 


BOARD ON THE SITUATION 


Thinks Fulton Has Been Discriminated 
Against by Asylum Officials. 


MEMBERS WILL TAKE QUICK ACTION 


There Are Six in Jail and Two of Them 
Violent—No More Taken to > 
the Almshouse, 


sioners yesterday afternoon it was 

decided that the lunatics which Fulton 
county has been housing for many months 
must be put under the care of the state or 
the responsibility for them must be put in 
the bends of the officials of the insane 
asylum. 

A commmunication was read from Jailer 
Me¢dox, cf the Fulton county jail, saying 
that the lunatics, some of them at least, 
were «<!most wholly without clothes. The 
matter of providing clothes for the lunatics 
was referred to the county physicians, but 
this action did not stop the discussion by 
the board of the responsibility and trouble 
that had been placed upon the county be- 
catse the state would not take care of the 
insane persons from Fulton. 

It was said that the asvlum would not 
allow the lunatics to enter the asylum 
some time ago because the officials feared 
the smallpox that was in Atlanta at that 
tite. 

Later, when Dr. Powell was appealed 
to, he replied that the negro quarters at- 
tache@ to the asylum for colored lunatics 
wis burned’ down and the lunatics from 
Fuiton covnty being largely negroes, could 
not be taken care of at that time. In the 
lixht of these facts and the inability of 
tLe jailer of the Fulton county jail to care 
for these people because he has no place 
to keep them separated from the prisoners 
and on account of the size of the jail, it 
was decided that the board instruct its 
chairman, Walter R. Brown, to confer 
with the ordinary and go to extremes to 
gét rid of these people and tf possible to 
wave them placed in the state asylum. 

Before the vote was taken Mr. Brown 
said: 

“Let me explain what I propose to do 
with those people before you turn that job 
over to me. I will see the ordinary of the 
county and attempt to get the lunatics 
into the asylum. If that is not possible, 
as has been the case heretofore, I will 
see that they are placed on the train un- 
der guard and taken to Milledgeville and 
there turned loose before the asylum. 

“Furthermore, I will inform the ordinary 
that no more crazy people of any kind will 
be admitted to the almshouse.”’ 

The board approved of the course Chair- 
man Brown proposed to carry out. Mr. 
Spalding said that notwithstanding the 
fact that Fulton county paid more taxes 
infty the state than any other county, its 
luratics wouid not be received in the asy- 
luin 

Only a short time ago the violent hima- 
tits now in the jail got out of their cells 
and it was only by hard and quick work 
of the jailer that they were prevented 
fror: injuring several of the prisoners.
